Area Director George Napper 
states, ‘*] have been instructed 
by the Area Planning Board and 
its Program committee to wage 
an all out effort to find out from 
the residents themselves what they 
want to have in their community.

How it is to be divided 
up among the target areas has not 
been established yet. However, in 
order to get new programs funded 
before the end of the fiscal year 
(June 30, 1966) all programs must 
be in Washington at least two 
months before that date for ad- 
equate evaluation.”’

Editorial 
A CRITICAL 
MOMENT 


Though the purpose and goals of this paper have been stated, I 
must take this opportunity to remind our readers and the people 
of the Hunters Point Bayview area of these purposes and goals in 
relation to the community. 

First it is apparent that this is a community newspaper dedicated 
to reporting news relevant to Hunters Point Bayview, and news 
that is of interest to those of this community. All articles printed 
in this newspaper are done in the best interest of the people, with 
hopes of presenting articles and views that will be used in a con- 
structive manner. Simply stated, our objective is to provide a 
community service. 

We are not critical in the sense that we hold ourselves out to 
be mere critics, but we offer constructive criticism in the hope 
that such will be interpreted as a positive suggestion for the benefit 
of the people. 

Our objective is to help individuals, agencies, and groups in 
the community that are devoted to helping the people of this com- » 
munity. We exist to offer our services tothese individuals, agencies, 
and groups in any reasonable manner. 

This newspaper is of great value to all in the community. It 
provides all of us with news that we can read in no other paper, 
and advertisements by the local merchants. It also provides a medium 
to let people outside of this community know what is going on in this 
area. 

I hasten to say that this paper requires a community effort of % 
residents and merchants. Since this newspaper has no regular working 
reporters the residents are asked to forward news of the community 
to us. The merchants are asked to advertise with us, since the 
majority of all Third Street patrons are from this community. 

This kind of combined effort and unity is necessary to make this 
paper a success.

It is critical and timely at this point to mention the fact that the 
paper is in great need of voluntary help as we have much work to 
be done, and no funds to pay anyone. This is not to overlook the

The workers on this paper are beginners, and as such we have 
encountered some unforseen difficulties such as not having enough 
money and news. This doesn’t reflect inany manner on those that are 
contributing now, but merely indicates that we need more contri- 
butions.

It is clear that we need less talk and promises and more work, 


like any other organization or association builds its reputation from 
its performance. And it is not enough just to say we have good 
intentions and a noble purpose for we will be judged by the way we 
act and carry out these ends.

George Earl, The New Breed 


I’ve been interested in communi-* 
ty activities for a long time but have 
just realized that I could be doing, 
more than just being interested. So, 


-as a result, I became actively 


engaged in community activities. 
Presently, I am Chairman of Block 
**C’’ Chairman of the Credit Com- 
mittee of the Credit Union and 
BAND, and Vice Chairman of the,
